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Comparative Study of the Action of Drugs. 


BY E. J. PETERSEN, M.D.” 


There is nothing that assists as much 


in the study of drugs as comparative 


scales or illustrations. They serve 
as guide and prevent the medical stu- 
dent or physician from becoming con- 
fused. For the above reasons the 
writer has made some scales which 
give the comparative action of drugs, 
thus simplifying the study of this 
most important branch of the science 
of medicine. 

Before having these cuts made I 
had many physicians of all schools 
examine my drawings, and after an 
explanation as to their purpose they 
all agreed that it would have saved 
them years of study if they had been 
able to get such a guide to:go by. On 
the strength of these recommendations 
I had cuts made of the drawings and 
present them to the readers of this 
Journal with full explanations as to 
their use. Knowing their value in the 


sary to have a basis to go on. 


study of drugs and being also aware 
of the fact that those who study drugs 
systematically will appreciate it, I 


have complied as stated above, and 
shall endeavor to make the subject 
plain. | 


First of all it must be understood 
that many remedies we have are used 
for effects in different strengths. 

In order to differentiate it is neces- 
That 
the medical action of a drug must be 
considered from the first or mildest 
effects 1s necessary to be understood, 
as this is the first medical action the 
effect must be termed primary. Now 
in drugs when in medical practice we 
get in much larger doses another 
medicinal effect we have to deal with 
the next or second action, which must 
properly be termed secondary, and 
which may also be termed mild physi- 
ological action. Following the sec-

ondary or mild physiological action 
we naturally by increasing doses drift 


into the full physiological action. If 


this is carried on still further we get 
at the end, that is, the toxic effect or 
action. It will thus be seen that a 
graduated scale is of great benefit 
to the student and of much value to 
the physician as well. As each drug 
is a law unto itself, it has, of course, 
to be studied for itself to establish 


that strength or quantity that pro-- 


duces the best results in general. 
This once established is our guide in 
dispensing, which of course may vary 
a little one way or the other accord- 
ing to the susceptibility of the patient. 

Plate I shows the scale in general, 
while plate II shows in detail the ac- 
tion of drugs from the 30th potency 
in the primary form to the full toxic 
effect. It should be borne in mind 
that medical effects are claimed for 
potencies even much higher than the 
30th potencies, but in general the 12th 


to 30th are considered quite high. 
Therefore I have not carried the scales 
beyond the latter. In the secondary 


action I have only carried it from 1 to 


30 drops, although there are many 
drugs where 1, 2 or more drachms are 
used for a 4 ounce mixtures. To carry 
the scale out longer would take too 
much space, and as an illustration 
my plates answer the purpose. 

It should be understood that these 
scales are for the purpose of illustrat- 
ing the comparative action of such > 
drugs that we use in medicine for 


their primary and secondary effect, 


which have the so called dual action 
in applied therapeutics. Whether all 
drugs have a dual action or not as 
far as their use is concerned in medi- 
cal practice is not fully established; 
it is a fact, however, that there are 
many that have not, at least it is not 
apparent in the tests that have been 


made. Therefore we will leave this 


question for the present. 


PLATE I. 


Plate I is a scale illustrating the 
action of drugs: | 
A. Represents the primary action. 


B. The dividing line between the 
primary and secondary. 
C. Represents the secondary or mild

Although allopaths use many drugs 
for their full physiological effect, we, 
as eclectics, seldom do so, and for 
that reason I have not attempted to 
graduate space E.

Plate II more fully illustrates scale 


of plate I by giving details, which 
show the different stages as we ad- 
vance from one action to that of 
another. | 

The same explanations of letters 
A, B, C, D, B, F, G; 42-plate_I, apply 
to this. 

30 in A represents the 30th potency, 
12 the 12th potency, and so on till we 
get to the 1st, which is followed by 
the dividing line B. 

Passing over this line we enter the 
field of the secondary or mild physio- 
logical action. Here 1 represents 1 
drop, 2 represents 2 drops, etc., thus 
we keep going up the scale until we 
reach line D. 


It should be understood that in the 
primary form the usual way of dis- 
pensing is from x to xxx drops to 4 
ounces of water, teaspoonful as a 
dose; this applies especially to lower 


potencies. In the higher the same 


proportion may be used but should 
not be given as often as the lower, in 
order to get best results. 

In the secondary form, C, plate IT, 
figures refer to drops; this means in 
dispensing so many drops in 4 ounces 


of water a teaspoonful as dose. 


As an illustration of these scales I 
shall select gelsemium which is a drug 
that is used successfully in medicine 
in both the primary and secondary 
form, known as a dual or double ac- 
tion. The main basic indications for 
this drug in the primary form are, 


staggering vertigo, double vision, 


drooping eyelids, trembling and pros- 
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tration. The picture of this drug is 
that of impairment of nerve force in 
the equilibrium centers of the brain, 


which may become more general and 


involve other centers and thus cause 
other symptoms to appear. The cir- 
culation is sluggish and nerve force 
impaired to such an extent, which if 
not corrected will often lead to inco- 
ordination of muscles, impaired sen- 


sation and even paresis followed by 


general paralysis. 


No remedy can equal celsemium i in 


staggering vertigo if of central origin. 
The writer has cured many cases of 
years standing that were considered 
incurable by physicians of all schools. 
The first case I got where gelsemium 
was prominently indicated in the pri- 
mary form I failed. Many physicians 
had treated this man, and for nine 
years he had been suffering from stag- 
gering vertigo without relief. { gave 
him gelsemium 3d, but as stated be- 
fore failed. Then I gave him the 6d 
and failed. He discontinued treat- 
ment. After some time I met him 
and asked him to try again, that I 
now thought I could reach his case. 


By this time I had concluded to try 


higher potencies. I then started him 
on the 12th potency with temporary 
beneSt. The 30d potency was given 
next with a positive cure in a very 
short time. Dozens of cases of stag- 
vering vertigo, 1f of central origin as 
siated where this drug is indicated in 
the primary form, I have cured since 
where others had failed. Nothing 
lower than the 30d potency would 
satisfy me in those cases. In low 
forms of passive congestion the lower 


blood to the head, etc., 


potencies seems to act favorable. 
The strength that I have found most 
satisfactory in general is gelsemium 
in the 30th potency. Taking this for 
a guide in this drug we find that as 
we go lower and lower the effects are 
less satisfactory until in the 2nd and 
ist dilution its primary action begins 
to lose itself. We now go up the 
scale in the secondary form in which 
the tonic effect changes into a sedat- 
ing effect, which becomes more marked 
as we go up the scale, until when we 


come near. the dividing line D it be- 


comes sotnewhat depressing, and as 
we pass into the field of the full phy- 


‘siological action it becomes very de- 
' pressing, even dangerously so. 


This shows that while in the pri- 
mary form it is stimulating to certain 
centers or center in the secondary form 
it is sedating, even depressing if given 
close to the border of full physiological 


action. In other words, its action in 
one form is reverse to that ¢ 
other. | 


In the secondary form we find it 
indicated in active determination of 
if from 
gorgeiment of the brain centers as 
stated. ‘It will not be necessary to 
go into details in the matter, but the 


fact is that in the secondary forin we 


have to have a guide as well as in the 
primary. In the scale plate II you 
will see that this starts with one drop. 


As this applies to some drugs it will 


not to others, each drug being a law 
unto itself. In the case of gelsemium 
this would be too small a dose in most 
cases; x to xxx drops in 4 ounces of 
water, teaspoonful as a dose is the

average, and as a rule gives satisfac- 
tory results, although smaller doses 
do better in some cases, while in 
others larger doses may be given. 
Bearing these points in mind we come 
to the following conclusion: 

That where the primary action of 
the drugs blends into that of the 
secondary, in line B in plate II the 
action in most cases is unsatisfactory, 
because it cannot be foretold whether 
we get a little of the primary or sec- 
ondary effect. This same law applies 
to the secondary where it blends into 
full physiological action. 

We therefore find that those that 
remain too close to the border line are 
less successful in the practice of med- 
icine. True, there are some drugs 
that in the primary form give best 
results in very low potencies on ac- 
count of their action not being so 
strong; these are generally given in 
larger doses, also in secondary form. . 


Each drug being a law unto itself 


the strength giving the best general 


results is that strength which serves 
us as a guide after once being estab- 


lished. Drug study along these lines 
is systematic, interesting, compara- 
tively easy and not confusing. It 
also confirms what I have so often 
tried to impress upon the medical pro- 
fession, that any drug that meets spe- 
cific indications either in the primary 
or secondary form should be used if 
indicated. This is the true specific 
medication in the broadest sense of 
the word. 

There are many drugs that appar- 
ently do not develop a secondary ac- 
tion in the human body and therefore 


are used in medicine only for their 
primary effect in tincture form. 
Among many others too numerous to 
mention, are echinacea, dioscorea, 
salix nigra arnents, saw palmetto, 
triticum repens, etc. 

“In conclusion I wish to illustrate 
what I fully described in the Febru- 
ary Journal of 1904, as to the dual 
action of many drugs in medicine, 
and as to using the basic or leading 
symptoms of the full physiological 
effects of these drugs as indications 
for their use in the primary form and 
in the revised conditions in the second- 
ary form. 

That this wonderfully simplifies the 
study of the action of drugs that have 
a dual action on the human body, 
must be admitted by all. 

Plate III fully illustrates this, 
showing the main basic indications 
for glonoine in the primary and sec- 
ondary form. It also gives the full 
physiological effect of the drug if 
taken in full physiological doses. 

It should be understood that drugs 
in which we can get a mild and full 
physiological as well as toxic effect 
ate those that have a dual action in 
medicine. In such we find this: If 
the primary action is sedatitig to a 
certain nerve center or centers we 
find that by going along the scale of 
the primary action that when we come 
close to the dividing line between this 
and the secondary, that the action is 
less marked. This should be under- 
stood and also that each drug being 
a law unto itself that this distance 
from the line B on the side of the

In some drugs potencies 
below the goth gradually lose their 
effect as we go on to the line B. 
Others give best results in 12th, others 


in the 6th or 3rd, and some even in 


the 2nd potency. For these reasons 
it is necessary to know in which 


potencies drugs give the most satis- 


faction to serve us as a_ general 
guide. 
A drug that has a sedating effect 


in the primary form will in the sec- 


dary form have a stimulating effect 
and vice versa. 


As an illustration take belladonna, | 


the primary effect in the 3rd or higher 


is sedating; as we go lower to the 


2nd and 1st this effect is less marked. 
When we enter into the secondary 
field its action is stimulating, which 


increases as we increase dose, until 


when we get close to the line D it 
begins to get irritating which later 
becomes very marked and danger- 
ously so in the field of the full physio- 
logical action. 

In gelsemium, as I have shown 
before, the primary action is stimu- 
lating while the secondary is sedating 
and mildly depressing. These few 
illustrations I hope will be sufficient 
to show how easy it is to study drugs 
by a system of comparison, with 
scales as outlined above. 


Cactus Grandiflorus.

‘“Cactin is indicated in all weak- 
ened conditions of the heart muscle 
in valvular inefficiency and in all 
cases with irregular and intermittent 
pulse. Its action upon the heart mus- 
cle is permanent and for general trust- 
worthiness and utility it is hard to 
name a remedy of the class which 
equalsit. In neurasthenia with strych- 
nine or zinc phosphide cactin will give 


excellent results, in nervous excite- 
ment and hysteria with headache at 
top of the head it is always useful. 
It has been recommended in impotence 
in conjunction with cornin and strych- 
nine and phosphorous and marked 
improvement has followed its use in 
such cases. In endocarditis and peri- 
carditis it has been used with success, 
and in feeble heart action of pneu- 
monia and other acute diseases it acts 
with certainty and promptness.

The successful treatment of the 
leper depends largely upon the phy- 


sician, the methods he been 


taught to employ, and his ability to 
apply the knowledge gleaned in the 
school of clinical experience. That 
this dreadful malady can be success- 
fully treated and cured is an accom- 
plished fact; that true specific medi- 


cation is the one sure road to stuccess 


in the treatment of this disease ex- 
pression is another accomplished fact, 
and wherever the physicians of the 
world are sanely trying to understand 
the principles undetlying the teach- 
ings and the learning to be gleaned 
frotn the tenets of the Higher Eclec- 
ticistti in just so far are their efforts

measure of success in these cases. 
Again, in preparing the campho- 
phenique preparation we would say, 


- first, with the aid of gentle heat cause 
complete liquefaction of the phenol 


and camphor mixed ‘together in a 
suitable glass receptacle; then add 
the phenol phthalien powder and the 
four essential oils and continue the 
same heat till the liquid is clear. It 
will remain permanently liquefied and 
will be a clear limpid preparation a 
little lighter in color than pure olive 
oil, and will mix with olive. oil or 
cottonseed oil, making a _ perfectly 
clear preparation provided the agents 
employed are pure; if not pure the 
preparation will befit ‘to use. 
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Juniper pomade prepared in accord- 
ance with the formula of the late 
Prof. A. J. Howe, is a preparation 
worthy of consideration as an appli- 


cation to the hideous ulcers which 


appear in advanced cases of tubercu- 
lar leprosy. 

The comp. zinc ointment of the 
U.S. P. in certain cases manifesting 


the conditions calling for the admin- 


istration of zinc oxid. proves of value. 

The carbenzole of the Abbott Alka- 
loidal. people proves of great value in 
those cases exhibiting the indications 


calling for the administration of ich- 


thyol internally. The application of 
Prof. Gere’s antiseptic lotion, the for- 
mula of which is as follows: 
R  KEchinacea, Sp. M. 
Lobelia, 
5% aqueous solution of 
pure phenol, aa. Oj. 
M. Sig. Shake thoroughly and 


dilute with 5% aqueous solution of 


absolute alcohol, say four ounces of 
the antiseptic lotion added to one pint 
of the five percent aqueous solution 
of absolute grain alcohol to be applied 
to the ulcers on sterilized gauze and 
kept moist therewith. The above is 
applicable in all cases manifesting the 
true indications for. echinacea spec. | 
med., or for the more refined prepara- 
tion of this valuable drug known as 


echafolta. 


We wish to reiterate that leprosy is 


thoroughly and practically curable if 


the ideas advanced are persistently 
followed. Remember, you have a 
most intractible condition to contend 
with, so administer the indicated 
remedy to effect, persistently, patient- 
ly, doggedly, if need be. Besure you 
are right, then go ahead, and do not 
change treatment until the condition 


changes. We cannot emphasize the 


last statement too strongly. |

Anemia from Depraved Conditions of General Nutrition. 


BY RICHARD RAY, M.D., PH.D., KANSAS CITY, MO. 


The nutrition of the body, by which 


we understand the maintenance of its 
parts in a fit state to perform theirfunc- 
tions, depends upon two main factors 


—the supply of suitable food, and 
the assimilation of the same. When 
either of these factors are disturbed 
disorders of nutrition result. 
If the food be inadequate or unsuit- 
able, other things being normal, gen- 


eral atrophy will be the consequence 


\ 


and the same results will evidently 
follow if the organs of assimilation 
areatfault. Theresult of a deficiency 
of food, or of faulty assimilation is 
a general state of malnutrition, in 


_which any hereditary tendencies that 


may exist have a more favorable field 
for development. 
There is a general diminution in 
the weight of the body, and an im- 
perfect performance of its functions, 
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FROM DEPRAVED CONDITIONS NUTRITION. 


as is indicated by muscular weak- 
ness, mental lassitude, etc., and as 
the quality and quantity of the blood 
supply depends largely upon diges- 
tion and assimilation of proper and 
nourishing foods, we can readily un- 
derstand why anemia is so closely 


associated with almost all cases of 
disorders of nutrition, for one of the 


chief causes of anzemia is, that the 
supply of blood to the body is insuffh- 
cient, and except in hemorrhage, this 
insufficiency is most often the result 
of derangements of alimentation. 


The majority of cases of anzemia 


that are regarded and treated as such, 


fall into the class to which the name’ 


of IDIOPATHIC has been applied. In 
such cases the anemic condition is 
due, not to any disease, so called, but 
to disturbances of nutrition generally; 
that is, of a healthy relation between 


the demands of the system and the. 
supply of nutrient material, and the. 


proper assimilation of the same. 
This condition occurs most fre- 
quently in children, the youth, and 


the young woman at the period of 
bodily growth, and development and 
early activity of the sexual functions, 


and when, as is so’ frequently the 
case, the air, light, food, occupation, 


and moral relations of the individual 


are more or less unhealthy. 


Where the etiology of anzmia is 


not complex, and where it is classed 
as idiopathic, as in the growing child, 
the youth, the girl at puberty, or in 
cases of depraved conditions of gen- 
eral nutrition, which are not sympto- 
matic.of some more grave condition, 
such as Bright’s disease, phthisis, etc., 


the rational treatment suggests itself, 
viz: To bring the alimentary tract 
and organs of sanquification into a 
healthy state, and then proceed to 
build up the general system, and in- 
crease the blood supply. 

Dyspepsia and constipation require 
immediate attention. The food must 
be carefully selected so that it shall 
not only supply the albuminous ele- 
ments that are especially deficient in 
the blood, but be retained and ab- 
sorbed, and must therefore be nourish- 
ing and digestible. 


The patient should also be placed 


upon nutritive, reconstructive tonic 
treatment, and in cases of this kind I 


find nothing that gives me. better re- 
sults than Cod Liver Oil, more espec- | 
ially when in combination with the 
hypophosphites of lime and soda. 


While these dietetic and medicinal 
measures are being carried out, it is 


impossible to insist too strongly upon _ 


bodily and mental hygiene. 

Above all, time 1s an coieeiies 
element in the cure, and rest is 
scarcely less so. The following case 


“may prove of some interest, as it 
shows the result attained by me in 
the treatment along the lines men- 


tioned above. 


Male. Broker, age 42. Scrofulous. 


Stated that for a number 
of years he had been troubled with 
impaired digestion, poor appetite with

Had been taking some preparation 


of iron, but had derived little if any 


benefit from it. I gave a brisk pur- 
gative dose of calomel, to be followed 
next morning by a dose of effervesent 
phosphate of sodium, and outlined 


an easily assimilated, blood produc- 


ing diet. Instructed him to be in the 
fresh air and sunlight as much as 
possible, but not to exercise enough 
to induce fatigue. 


I prescribed Cord. Ext. Ql. Mor- 
rhuz Comp. ( Hagee), maximum dose 


four times daily, for its nutritive, re- 


constructive effect. This treatment 
without any other medication what- 
ever, except an occasional laxative, 
was continued, about three months, 
and the result was a complete recov- 


ery. All the distressing symptoms 
disappeared, and the patient regained 


his normal. health, strength and en- 
ergy, with a gain in weight of 18 


pounds during the three months of 


treatment. 


Surgical Suggéstions. 


Tuberculosis and cholelithiasis are 
only very rarely associated. 


The addition of a little oil of cit-_ 


ronella to an ichthyol ointment robs 
it of its disagreeable odor. 


In differentiating between gastric 
ulcer and gallstone pains, the asso- 
ciation of a chill usually points to 
cholelithiasis. 


If an undoubted case of ulcer of 
the stomach is. associated with chills, 
in most cases it-means that the ulcer 
is adherent to the spleen. 


If pressure in the right hypogas- 
trium gives rise to a referred pain in 
the shoulder region, the offending 
area is probably the gall- or and 
not the pylorus. 


If a patient vomits coffee-ground 
material in which no lactic acid is 
present one can almost always exclude 
carcinoma. 


The admixture of adrenalin to co- 


cain solution counteracts much of the 


depressant effect of the anesthetic and 
enhances the local vaso-constriction. 
When the mixture is used on the sur- 
face of a mucous membrane, however, 
as in excising an ulcer in the mouth, 
one must be prepared for a marked 
reactionary bleeding. 


A sudden desire for sharp, sour and 
spicy articles of food in a middle-aged 
or elderly person is often the first 
symptom of a beginning gastric car- 
cinoma. 


One of the most miportent elements 
in the treatment after intestinal oper- 
ations is the administration of opium 
or morphin in large doses for the pur- 
pose of ‘‘splinting’’ the peritoneum. 


A bichlorid of mercury dressing 
should never be applied on an area of 
skin on which tincture of iodin has 
been recently painted. An iodid of. 
mercury is formed, which is highly 
irritating. 


In operations for suture of a frac- 
tured patella it is very important to 
sew the torn lateral ligaments of the 
joint. These aid largely in the sup- 
port of the joint.—American Journal.

Editorial. 


SENATE BILL, 710. 


Bill 710 has been received by the 
Committee and we are informed will 
pass in its present form. It purports 
to regulate the practice of medicine 
and surgery, osteopathy and other 
systems or modes of treating the sick 
and afflicted, and for other purposes. 
It is a wonderful production com- 
piled by sane and _ serious-minded 
men... | 

The Governor is to appoint a Board 
of Exaiiners of eleven members from 
a list to be submitted to him every 
second year. Five from the Medical 
Society of the State of California, 
two from the California Homeopathic 
Medical Society, two from the Eclec- 


tic Medical Society of the State of 


California, and two from the Osteo- 
pathic Association of the State of 

California. 

It is an act to abolish the study of 
the practice of medicine and materia 
medica in medical colleges. The play 
of the Prince of Denmark with Ham- 
let left out. 

The applicant for a license must be 
examined and pass in the subjects of 
anatomy, histology, gynecology, pa- 
thology, bacteriology, chemistry and 


toxicology, physiology, obstetrics, and 
general diagnosis. He is not required 
to know anything about the practice 


of medicine, materia medica or thera- 
peutics, neither is he required to know 


anything about osteopathy as prac- 
tised by that school. | 


_ An applicant for license may be 


proficient in all the subjects and yet 
if he has not studied disease and 
the application of drugs he is far 


from being competent to practice 


medicine. The same may be said in 
reference to osteopathy. The osteo- 
path is not examined as to his knowl- 
edge of what he practices. 

The State recognizes four different 


associations ; four different systems of 


medicines, and bunches all in one. 
Such being the case, the Board should 
examine all applicants on the four 
systems, and pass in all the subjects 
that are taught by the different sys- 
tems, or give each system a separate 
Board, and examine their applicants 
separately. 

Should Bill 710 pass it would be 
a step backward and prove less satis- 
factory than the present law. 


Eclectic Physicians and the National 
Pure Drug Law. 


In view of the great importance to 
physicians of some phases of the 
National Pure Food and Drug Law, 
it is essential that Eclectic physicians 
be advised in detail concerning its 
intent and enforcement. 

Although there is no reason why 
any physician should have any trouble 
in legitimate practice, it is necessary 
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that all physicians should know what 
the law comprises in their direction, 
and just how to avoid breaking the 
law by either omission or commission. 


The Lloyd Library contains all the 
information needful to make a com- 


plete record, and Professor Lloyd has 
taken it upon himself to care for the 
interests of Eclectics. The Publish- 
ers’ Department of the Gleaner for 
March will carry a detailed study (the 
only one made, so far as. we know, 
designed for physicians) giving every 
phase of the law that relates to phy- 
siclans. 
This will save them every worry 


over the subject, and will enable them ~ 


to separate the many floating errors 
and mis-statements from the facts.
